MOSCOW (CPD - Soviet Pre 
mier Nikita Khrushchev said to­ 
day that Russia is ready to nego 
tint© with the United States "at 
any time, at any place and at 
any level.” 


The threat of war has perhaps 
never been as great in the post­ 
war period as it is now, Khrush­ 
chev said. Governments of the 
Western powers are intensifying 
military preparations in e v e r y 
way, he said.

The Congo (U PI(—Hundreds of 
hunger-crazed Baluba tribesm en 
stormed into Elisabethville today 
in a desperate hunt for food. They 
were dispersed by police, but re­ 
ports said the Balubas killed and 
injured at least four white per­ 
sons in their violence. 
White civilians were evacuating 
their homes on the fringes of a 
nearby refugee cam p where 30,000 
Baluba refugees are housed. The 
cam p was running short of food 
and posed a potential threat to 
this city. 
F ears also rose that fighting 
ended by a United Nations-Ka* 
tanga government cease - f i r e 
Wednesday night break out again 
tonight because many Katangese 
believed the cease-fire was to last 
only 48 hours.
